The only story police have of 


the shooting affair that took place 
at the home of William Wade 
326 Clinton avenue, is that told 
by Mrs. Anderson following her 
arrest 


In her confession Mrs. Ander- 


son said that Smith, a boarder at 
her home, came home and com- 
plained because his supper 
vvas 


not ready. 
She said she told him 


to lea-ve if he didn't like it. 


Smith then went to the Wade 


iojae. she said. 
Mrs. Anderson 


and Mrs. Wade are sisters. Mrs. 
Anderson later went to her sis- 
ter's home where a further ar- 
gument with Smith followed. 


Smith is then alleged lo have 


struck Mrs. Anderson, knocking 
her down. She drew the gun, an 
old weapon and fired at Smith 
The bullet entered his mouth and 
came out under his eye, police 
said.

ha^e the issues affecting the oc- 
cupancy of the chair of the chief 
executive been drawn in such a 
manner as in this campaign. Even 
here the comparison fails to be 
carried to its logical conclusion 
for in 1916, the state ballot was 
part of a vast blanket at the tail 
of the presidential tickets, and as 
Ohio voted oierwhelmnigly for 
President Woodrow Wilson, Re- 
publicans ha\e always contended 
that had it been other than a 
presidential year, the victory of 
Mr. Cox might ha\e been won. 


This year, however, the state 


ballot is apart from the presiden- 
tial ticket, 
and

voters will find the two candidates 
for governor of Ohio at the top 
of their respective tickets.

SHINGLES 
FINE 


FOR BUILDINGS 


By the Architects' Small House 


Service Buretu of the United 
'States, Inc. 


Of the various materials available 


for covering the roof and exteriors 
of wooden buildings, it is doubtful 
it any have a greater degree of at. 
tractivtness, combined > with 
effec- 


tive economy, than do high grade 
stained wooden shingles. 


Good Architectural Effects 


Stained shinglw are particularly 


adaptable to the sld« walls of the 
small house. For this purpose they 
may b« secured In any color or shade 
that may be desired. They can also 
be laid in various patterns to accen- 
tuate certain architectural lines and 
areas In the wall. Perhaps one of 
the most popular ways of using shin- 
gles for this purpose is to employ 
the large size unit -which is 24 
Inohta in length. "When this shingle 
Is used a wide exposure may be ob- 
tained which may foe OB much as 10 
or li inches. The. effect is that of 
wide bands running about the build- 
ing. A similar result 
is obtained 


through the Use of wide siding some- 
thnt« known as Colonial siding. This 
particular effect is very much de- 
sired on certain types 
<~t small 
homes. 


Compared with the cost of siding 


for the 
covering 
of side walls. 


stained wooden shingles often show 
a considerable saving. 
Tha actual 


amount that can be saved varies 
with the local market and with the 
Qualities of the materials that are 
uaed. For example, it will be found 
that there are various costs for sid- 
. Ing depending upon what kind of 


wood is used, its quality, and the 
width and thickness of the pieces. 
These different costs apply also to 
shinglwi. The variation cornea from 
the kind of wood that is used and its 
quality and from the siie and thick- 
ness of the shingle units. 


Good Nails Essential 


It Js not to be Inferred that any 


kind of wood shingle will do for your 
wall* or for your roof. There is as 
muoh difference between grades of 
shingles as there is In clothing. High 
grade wooden 
shingles are made 


from wood that is clear from knots. 
It is sawed like the best grade of 
soft wood flooring, that is to say, 
it is edge grain or quarter sawed. 
The annual ring* make parallel lines 
down the long dimensions of such 
shingles. 
This makes them much 


, more durable. These 
edge grata 


shingles present a surface which 
readily absorbs and holds the protec- 
tive stain. The regular quality of 
the wood is such tnat the shingles 
do not warp, curl, or split as will 
flat grained, knotty shingles. When 
it is understood that when a shingle 
starts to curl that is the beginning 
of the end, It will be seen how de- 
slrable~lt is to use only the quality 
that will lie flat at first and that will 
stay flat. 
Properly stained, high 


sr&de shingles applied as they should 
be, whether to the wall or to the 
roof, should last a long period of 
years. 


One of the most commonly neg- 


lected features is the matter of nails. 
Good 2itK> coated nails always should 
be used for wooden shingles. Often 
the shingles are blamed whereas in 
reality the nails ere at fault. Cer- 
tainly, it is folly to attach a high 
grade material, like the best wooden 
shingles, with 
cheap iron nails 


which will rust out in a short span 
of years and allow the Shingles to 
work loose. 
For this reason, zinc 


coated nails only should be used.
